N EW YORK, Sept. 23-T-Girls, 
do you want to serve something dif­ 
ferent at your next dinner party? 
What about shec-fish soup, bear 
f«*et, pussy willow greens and, for 
dessert, lingcod fish ice cream? 
The ingredients may be a little 
difficult to find, since they include 
a great deal of blubber and seal 
oil, but you may be sure the meal 
will be sensational. 
Elsa Shannon is planning to in­ 
vite her friends to such a repast 
wten she and her husband, Jack, 
get back from their current trip to 
Newfoundland, 
Labrador, Green­ 
land and Iceland, where they are 
singing for American soldiers with 
a USO camp shows unit. 
Elsa and Jack recently made an 
extensive tour of U. S. Army bases 
in Alaska and the Aleutians, and 
brought back with them the only 
Eskimo cook book ever printed. It 
was prepared by students of the 
Shi«hmaref Day School, Shishma- 
ref, Alaska. 


Elsa, who was raised in Little 
Rock, Ark., says she thinks such 
dishes as oogruk flippers and tom- 
cod liver with salmonhe* rie» should 
add an interesting note to her rep­ 
ertoire of Southern cooking. 
Here is the recipe for lingcod 
fish ice cream: 
“ First cook and boil tht lingcod 
fish with water in the pot and no 
salt. Remove all the bone« from 
the fish and break the fi>h into 
small pieces. Dry the pieces for a 
while and mix these with Eskimo 
ice cream. Add seal oil once in a 
while and as much v Jter as you 
need.” 
The Eskimo ice cream is made 
thus: 
“ Grate reindeer tallow into small 
pieces. Add seat oil slowly while 
beating with hand. After some seal 
oil has been used, then add a little 
water while 
whipping 
continue 
adding seal oil and water until 
wrhite and fluffy. Any berries can 
be added to it,”

Democracy consists in control­ 
ling public officials, not in electing 
all of them. There is nothing un­ 
democratic about appointing t h e 
top administrator.

ed on Stevenson with sudden harsh­ 
ness. 
Sticking to his promise not to use 
names in the campaign, Eisenhow­ 
er became personal with Steven­ 
son in a statement saying, “We are 
tired of aristocratic explanations 
in Harvard accents.” 
He accused the Democratic can-

BO RRO W ED “ B E IZ B O L ” 
SOVIET REVISIONISTS, in their univ er­ 
sal o utreach, no w seek to take in the great 
American institutio n, baseball, and so v iet- 
ize it. It is rev ealed in Mo sco w that base­ 
ball (o r “ Beizbo l,” as they so quaintly say ) 
is American o nly by ado ptio n. It had its o ri­ 
gin in the o ld Russian game o f lapta. 
Americans, it seems, 
bo rro wed it—as 
they bo rro wed the steamship, the airplane, 
ato mic fissio n and ev ery o ther go o d idea 
that first o ccurred to the inv entiv e Russian 
mind. 
As usual, Americans, it seems, hav e de­ 
based the go o d, clean fun that Russian 
y o uth enjo y s. Acco rding to Smena, Russian 
y o uth magazine, Americans hav e perv ert­ 
ed and disto rted “ beizbo l” irrto a “ beastly 
battle, a blo o dy fight, with may hem and 
murder.” Po ssibly so me o ne o n Smena’s 
staff has co me acro ss that classic, “ Casey 
at the Bat.” Remember ho w, when the um­ 
pire called that first strike o n Casey : 
Fro m the benches, black with peo ple, 
there went up a muffled ro ar, 
Like the beating o f the sto rm wav es 
o n a stern and distant sho re; 
“ Kill him! Kill the um pire!” 
sho uted so me o ne o n the stand, 
And it’s likely they ’d hav e killed 
him had no t Casey raised his hand. 
Or, mo re likely , they ’v e been reading the 
v iv id metapho rs o f so me 
metro po litan 
jo urnals’ spo rts writers. The Casey inci­ 
dent has been repeated many times, and 
“ kill the umpire” has been impro v ed upo n 
with such terms as murder and slaughter. 
The blo o dthirsty “ Pirates” and “ Tigers” 
who engage in this carnage are indiv idual­ 
ly dubbed “ Sho tgun,” “ Pisto l Pete,” “ Lit­ 
tle Po iso n,” “ Big Po iso n” and wo rse. 
“ Beizbo l,” as Americans play it, is ap­ 
parently much mo re go ry than the gladi­ 
ato rial co mbat o f ancient Ro man day s. 
Spanish 
bullfighting, 
a 
fascist 
game, 
do esnt begin to co mpare. 
The news that American baseball is de­ 
riv ed fro m lapta will surprise spo rts au­ 
tho rities, who hav e generally traced it back 
to the English game o f ro unders. In 19 07 , a 
special co mmissio n named by spo rting in­ 
terests made a research into the subject, 
and tho ugh it spent many mo nths o n the 
task, it indubitably was no t tho ro ugh. It 
didn’t get as far back as Russia. 


So me Euro pean co untries, particularly 
the British, are wo rried because the United 
States do es no t buy as much fro m them as 
it giv es o r sells to them. A neo -mercantal- 
ism co ntro ls the Euro pean eco no mic mind. 
Had the Marshall Plan been so arranged 
that ECA had pro v ided cash do llars in a 
free market, the Euro peans wo uld h a v e 
been pleased to take o ur mo ney to spend 
any where o n the face o f the earth and to 
manufacture go o ds, to be so ld any where, 
including So v iet Russia, So v iet China and 
the sattellite co untries. That was undo ubt­ 
edly their o riginal co ncept o f the plan. 
It has no t wo rked o ut that way . Much o f 
the allo tments o f the American tax pay er’s 
mo ney that has been giv en to fo reign co un­ 
tries has been in the fo rm o f credits to be 
ex pended in the United States. Fro m the 
Euro pean standpo int, this has amo unted to 
dumping. It is the reaso n why they hav e 
assumed that o ur genero sity was due to o ur 
necessities; that witho ut their assistance, 
the United States co uld no t maintain full 
emplo y ment. 
The British, in particular, to quo te Peter 
Tho rney ero ft, president o f the Bo ard o f 
Trade, want “ trade, no t aid.” They desire 
that o ur tariffs be reduced so that they can 
flo o d this co untry with British-made go o ds, 
so ld in co mpetitio n with American-m a d e 
go o ds. The difference in co sts and prices 
between Great Britain and the 
U n i t e d 
States is no t being taken into co nsideratio n 
by tho se who * want the American tariff re­ 
duced. 
The Lo ndo n “ Times,” speaking edito rial­ 
ly o f this, say s: 
. .the United States has 
g r e a t re­ 
so urces, which hav e been energetically de­ 
v elo ped by twentieth-century pio neering. 
American pro ductio n grew during the war 
while Euro pe’s industrial fabric was weak­ 
ened. This was initially the basis fo r Amer­ 
ican po st-war aid to Euro pe. No w, when 
Euro pean co untries seek, as they sho uld, 
to pay fo r do llar go o ds by sales o f their 
o wn go o ds, as they hav e beco me increas­ 
ing able to do , the pro tectiv e restrictio ns 
o n impo rts hav e pro v ed a stro ng arti­ 
ficial buttress o f American self-sufficiency . 
Aid has therefo re had to be co ntinued — 
tho ugh no w it is o nly defence aid. . .** 
This, in gist, is the Euro pean po int o f 
v iew—no t o nly the British but the general 
Euro pean attitude to ward o ur aid. The day 
may co me when these co untries find it ad­ 
v antageo us to reject o ur aid. In fact, at a 
recent bankers’ co nv entio n in Mex ico City , 
the pro po sal was making the ro unds that 
the United States be bo y co tted eco no mical­ 
ly unless it impo rted mo re go o ds than it 
no w do es. That co uld o nly be acco mplished 
by lo wering the tariff. 
In this co nnectio n, it is interesting to no te 
that the Republican Platfo rm states: 
“ We fav o r the ex pansio n o f mutually ad­ 
v antageo us wo rld trade. To further this 
o bjectiv e we shall press fo r the eliminatio n 
o f discriminato ry practices against o u r 
ex po rts such as preferential tariffs, mo ne­ 
tary license restrictio ns, and o ther arbi­ 
trary dev ices. Our recipro cal trade agree­ 
ments will be entered into and maintained

A Disease That's Transmitted 
From Infected Cattle To Man 


By HERMAN N. BUNDISEN, M.D. 
MAN can catch m any diseases 
from some of his best and most 
valuable friends, the domestic 
anim als. One such disease is bru­ 
cellosis, or undulant fever, caught 
from infected livestock. 
Some of the newer drugs are 
being used to overcome the worst 
results of this disease, while mod­ 
ern methods of food preparation 
help protect us against contam i­ 
nated food of anim al origin. 
Caused by Bacteria 
U ndulant fever is caused by a 
type of bacteria known as bru­ 
cella, which also infects animals. 
The disease may run through 
whole herds of livestock. Man be­ 
comes infected by eating any 
products of these anim als, such 
as m eat or milk. 
In this country, the disease in 
certain unguarded sections runs 
ram pant through cattle, and may 
be picked up by persons who 
drink milk tha t is not properly 
pasteurized. 
The germ tha t causes undulant 
fever also causes an infection of 
goats, and is spread to m an by 
drinking infected goat’s milk. 
This form is rarely found in the 
United States. 
Fever Co mes In Wav es 
An attack begins slowly with 
a slight rise in tem perature in the 
evening. The fever usually comes 
in waves, hence the name, un­ 
dulant fever. The person usually 
feels ill and very weak. He may 
hav e pains In the muscles and 


joints, and marked sweating, the 
perspiration usually 
hav ing a 
sweet, sickening o do r. The dis­ 
ease lasts appro x imately three 
months. 
It Is usually very hard to make 
a correct diagnosis of this dis­ 
ease. A sample of blood taken 
during the height of the fever 
can be used to grow a co lo ny o f 
the bacteria, if they are present, 
and these germs can then be 
identified. Certain other blo o d 
tests may also be helpful In de­ 
tecting the disease. 
Effectiv e Drags 


It has been found tha t atrepto - 
| mycin and sulfadiazine to gether 
have given ex cellent results in 
I treating this type o f infectio n. 
! The newer antibiotic drugs, aure- 
omycin and terram ycin, hav e also 
proven very effective. 
Better than any treatm ent, 
, however, is to prevent the dis­ 
ease 
by avoiding 
uninspected 
meats, or milk tha t has not been 
• properly pasteurised. It is for­ 
tunate that most milk Is properly 
pasteurized, and thus much un­ 
dulant fever is prevented.

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BORROWED “ BEIZBOL” 
SOVIET REVISIONISTS, in their univer­ 
sal outreach, now seek to take in the great 
American institution, baseball, and soviet­ 
ize it. It is revealed in Moscow that base­ 
ball (or “Beizbol,” as they so quaintly say) 
is American only by adoption. It had its ori­ 
gin in the old Russian game of lapta. 
Americans, it seems, 
borrowed it—as 
they borrowed the steamship, the airplane, 
atomic fission and every other good idea 
that first occurred to the inventive Russian 
mind. 
As usual, Americans, it seems, have de­ 
based the good, clean fun that Russian 
youth enjoys. According to Srnena, Russian 
youth magazine, Americans have pervert­ 
ed and distorted “beizbol” into a “beastly 
battle, a bloody fight, with m ayhem and 
m urder.” Possibly some one on Sm ena’s 
staff has come across that classic. “ Casey 
at the Bat.” R em em ber how. when the um ­ 
pire called that first strike on Casey: 
From the benches, black with people, 
there went up a muffled roar, 
Like the beating of the storm waves 
on a stern and distant shore; 
“ Kill him! Kill the umpire! ” 
shouted some one on the stand. 
And it’s likely they’d have killed 


him had not Casey raised his hand. 
Or, more likely, they’ve been reading the 
vivid metaphors of some 
metropolitan 
journals’ sports writers. The Casey inci­ 
dent has been repeated many times, and

The news that American baseball is de­ 
rived from lapta will surprise sports au ­ 
thorities, who have generally traced it back 
to the English game of rounders. In 1907, a 
special commission named by sporting in­ 
terests made a research into the subject, 
and though it spent many months on the 
task, it indubitably was not thorough. It 
didn't get as far back as Russia.

These Days 


Some European countries, particularly 
the British, are worried because the United 
States does not buy as much from them as 
it gives or sells to them. A neo-mercantal- 
ism controls the European economic mind. 
Had the Marshall Plan been so arranged 
that ECA had provided cash dollars in a 
free market, the Europeans would h a v e 
been pleased to take our money to spend 
anywhere on the face of the earth and to 
manufacture goods, to be sold anywhere, 
including Soviet Russia, Soviet China and 
the sattellite countries. That was undoubt­ 
edly their original concept of the plan. 
It has not worked out that way. Much of 
the allotments of the American taxpayer’s 
money that has been given to foreign coun­ 
tries has been in the form of credits tobe 
expended in the United States. From the 
European standpoint, this has amounted to 
dumping. It is the reason why they have 
assumed that our generosity was due to our 
necessities; that without their assistance, 
the United States could not maintain full 
employment. 
The British, in particular, to quote Peter 
Thorneycroft, president of the Board of 
Trade, want “ trade, not aid.” They desire 
that our tariffs be reduced so that they can 
flood this country with British-made goods, 
sold in competition with American-m a d e 
goods. The difference in costs and prices 
between G reat Britain and the U n i t e d 
States is not being taken into consideration 
by those who* want the American tariff re­ 
duced. 


The London “ Times,” speaking editorial­ 
ly of this, says: 
“ . . .the United States has g r e a t re­ 
sources, which have been energetically de­ 
veloped by twentieth-century pioneering. 
American production grew during the w ar 
while Europe’s industrial fabric was weak­ 
ened. This was initially the basis for Amer­ 
ican post-war aid to Europe. Now, when 
European countries seek, as they should, 
to pay for dollar goods by sales of their 
own goods, as they have become increas­ 
ing able to do. the protective restrictions 
on imports have proved a strong arti­ 
ficial buttress of American self-sufficiency. 
Aid has therefore had to be continued — 
though now it is only defence aid. . .” 
This, in gist, is the European point of 
view—not only the British but the general 
European attitude toward our aid. The day 
may come when these countries find it ad­ 
vantageous to reject our aid. In fact, at a 
recent bankers’ convention in Mexico City, 
the proposal was making the rounds that 
the United States be boycotted economical­ 
ly unless it imported more goods than it 
now does. That could only be accomplished 
by lowering the tariff. 
In this connection, it is interesting to note 
that the Republican Platform states: 
“ We favor the expansion of mutually ad ­ 
vantageous world trade. To further this 
objective we shall press for the elimination 
of discriminatory practices against o u r 
exports such as preferential tariffs, mone­ 
tary license restrictions, and other arbi­ 
trary devices. Our reciprocal trade agree­ 
ments will be entered into and maintained

A Disease That's Transmitted

MAN can catch many diseases 
from some of his best and most 
valuable friends, the domestic 
animals. One such disease Is bru­ 
cellosis, or undulant fever, caught 
from infected livestock. 
Some of the newer drugs are 
being used to overcome the worst 
results of this disease, while mod­ 
ern methods of food preparation 
help protect us against contam i­ 
nated food of animal origin. 
Caused by Bacteria 
Undulant fever la caused by a 
type of bacteria known as bru­ 
cella, which also infects animals. 
The disease may run through 
whole herds of livestock. Man be­ 
comes infected by eating any 
products of these animals, such 
as m eat or milk. 
In this country, the disease In 
certain unguarded sections runs 
ram pant through cattle, and may 
be picked up by persons who 
drink milk th a t is not properly 
pasteurized. 
The germ th a t causes undulant 
fever also causes an infection of 
goats, and is spread to m an by 
drinking infected goat's milk. 
This form is rarely found in the 
United States. 
Fever Comes in Waves 
An attack begins slowly with 
a slight rise in tem perature in the 
evening. The fever usually comes 
in waves, hence the name, un­ 
dulant fever. The person usually 
feels ill and very weak. He may 
have pains in the muscles snd 


I joints, and marked sweating, th# 
perspiration usually having a 
sweet, sickening odor. The dis­ 
ease lasts approximately three 
I months. 
It Is usually very hard to make 
a correct diagnosis of this dis­ 
ease. A sample of blood taken 
during the height of the fever 
can be used to grow a colony of 
the bacteria, if they are present, 
and these germs can then be 
identified. Certain other blood 
tests may also be helpful in de­ 
tecting the disease. 
Effective Drags 


It has been found th at strepto­ 
mycin and sulfadiazine together 
have given excellent results in 
treating this type of infection. 
The newer antibiotic drugs, aure­ 
omycin and terramycin, have also 
proven very effective. 
Better than any treatm ent, 
however, Is to prevent the dis­ 
ease 
by avoiding 
uninspected 
meats, or milk th at has not been 
properly pasteurised. It is for­ 
tunate that most milk is properly 
pasteurized, and thus much un­ 
dulant fever is prevented.

Mrs. Deming said that in the 17th 
century, the English settlers bore 
their medical knowledge to t h e 
Eastern shores of the New World. 
Wherever settlers met the Indian 
a curious contract could be found, ; 
the medicine of the Indian which 
was the medicine of primitive peo­ 
ples unchanged in 150 centuries and 
the medicine of the settlers, which 
was that of 17th century Europe. 
It was recorded that the Indians 
had some medical knowledge and 
even 
performed 
surgical 
work. 
Their medicine men seldom went 
among the people during general 
infections, 
but 
rather cured 
by 
means of charms and incantations 
and therefore the Indians 
u s e d 
their own remedies. 
The Plymouth Colony was more 
fortunate than others, for Dr. Sam ­ 
uel Fuller cam e over with them on 
the Mayflower. He was in reality 
not a physician for he held no med- 
1 ical degree, but he was a minister. 
Many of the early doctors were 
preachers also, which may account j 
for the fact that during epidem ics, 
there were often proclaimed days 
of fasting and prayers of deliver­ 
ance. to be followed by a feast of 
thanksgiving when the outbreak 
was over. 
There were no medical schools in 
America until well into the 
18th 
century. Some young men went to 
England for medical training but 
many more obtained it by appren­ 
ticeship. The boy who intended to 
devote his life to medicine, went to 
live in a doctor’s home, took care 
of the doctor’s horse and rolled 
pills and mixed powders. 
With physicians so few and far 
between, every home had its m ed­ 
icine chest and prescriptions were 
handed down for generations and 
sometimes brought across the sea. 
Herbs were used as medicines. 
The smallpox epidemic in 
1663 
occasioned the publication of the 
first medical book in America. It 
was the only one published in the 
17th century and consisted of a sin­ 
gle page, written by a d o c t o r 
preacher of Boston named, Thomas 
Thacher. Its title was, “ Brief Rule 
to Guide the Common People of 
New England how' to order Them­ 
selves and Theirs in the Small 
Pocks and M easles.”

mid-wife. New Amsterdam gave its 
first midwives a house built at pub­ 
lic expense.

Program for the evening at the 
Monday club meeting Monday eve­ 
ning in Memorial Hall, was given 
b> Mrs. Barton Deming, who pre­ 
sented a paper entitled, “ The Phy­ 
sician and the Ivory Turner.*’ Mrs. 
Deming had been requested to re­ 
peat the paper, which she original 
ly gave in February of 1942. 
Mrs. Deming said that in the 17th 
century, the English settlers bore 
their medical knowledge to t h e 
Eastern shores of the New World. 
Wherever settlers met the Indian 
a curious contract could be found, 
the medicine of the Indian which 
was the medicine of primitive peo­ 
ples unchanged in 150 centuries and 
the medicine of the settlers, which 
was that of 17th century Europe. 
It was recorded that the Indians 
had some medical knowledge and 
even 
performed 
surgical 
w'ork. 
Their medicine men seldom went 
among the people during general 
infections, 
but 
rather cured 
by 
means of charm s and incantations 
and therefore the Indians 
u s e d 
their own remedies. 
The Plymouth Colony was more 
fortunate than others, for Dr. Sam ­ 
uel Fuller cam e over with them on 
the Mayflower. He was in reality 
not a physician for he held no m ed­ 
ical degree, hut he was a minister. 
Many of the early doctors were 
preachers also, which may account 
for the fact that during epidemics, 
there were often proclaimed days 
of fasting and prayers of deliver­ 
ance. to be followed by a feast of 
thanksgiving when the outbreak 
was over. 
There were no medical schools in 
America until well into the 
18th 
century. Some young men went to 
England {or medical training but 
many more obtained it by appren­ 
ticeship. The boy who intended to 
devote his life to medicine, went to 
live in a doctor’s home, took care 
of the doctor’s horse and rolled 
pills and mixed powders. 
With physicians so few and far 
between, every home had its m ed­ 
icine chest and prescriptions were 
handed down for generations and 
sometimes brought across the sea. 
Herbs were used as medicines. 
The smallpox epidemic in 
1663 
occasioned the publication of the 
first medical book in America. It 
was the only one published in the 
lith century and consisted of a sin­ 
gle page. written by a d o c t o r 
preacher of Boston named. Thomas 
Thaeher, Its title was, “ Brief Rule 
to Guide the Common People of 
New England how’ to order Them­ 
selves and Theirs in the Small 
Pocks and Measles.”

Probably two of the most promi­ 
nent doctors of their times were 
Dr. John Morgan and Dr. William 
Shippen, Jr., both of whom were 
from Philadelphia, the largest city 
of the colonies. They both studied 
in Edinburgh and cam e back 
to 
America fired with the ambition to 
start a medical school and so do 
away with the apprenticeship sys­ 
tem of learning medicine. 
In 1765 a departm ent of medicine 
was opened in connection with the 
collegeate 
in 
Philadelphia. 
Dr. 
Morgan and Dr. Shippen both act­ 
ed as instructors. Dr. Shippen was 
one of the first obstetricians and 
gave lectures, thereby earning for 
himself the title of ‘ male mid- 
w de." He w as ridiculed by the pop­ 
ulation because they felt he was 
undermining the modesty of Amer­ 
ican womanhood. 
Although today’s American den­ 
tists and dentistry are famous all 
over the world# they have no such 
ancient history as have the physi­ 
cians. 
For many years there was no 
specialization in this line. so the 
doctor was also the 
dentist and 
served a dual capacity The early 
settlers extracted their own teeth. 
The first record is that 
of an 
Isaac Greenwood, who practiced 
dentistry in 1781. 
He advertised that he would per­ 
form the necessary 
branches 
of 
that art carefully and faithfully, re ­ 
moving every substance tending to 
destroy the teeth and the gums, and 
make teeth white etc. 
Also in his ad, he said he would 
recover umbrellas and listed many 
articles for sale including musical 
instruments, 
bathing 
caps 
a n d 
medical supplies. 
Persons who had many teeth re­ 
moved wore, “ plum pers," little iv­ 
ory balls to fill out their cheeks 
There 
are 
pictures 
of 
George 
Washington, both with and without 
his “ plumpers." 
John Greenwood of Conn., a fa­ 
mous Revolutionary War dentist, 
made false teeth for George Wash­ 
ington and Paul Revere advertised

Excessive speed for traffic condi­ 
tions was the major cause of auto 
accidents in Ohio during the first 
seven months of this year. 
A comprehensive Ohio traffic 
accident report made to Circle- 
vllle’s State Highway Patrolman 
Bob Greene shows 14,367 
acci­ 
dents were investigated during 
the first seven months of this 
year by state patrolmen and sher­ 
iff’s offices. 
Of that total, 423 were fatal ac­ 


cidents bringing death to a total of j 
503 persons. 
In addition, 4,912 persons suffered 
injuries in accidents during t h e ' 
period, while 9.032 of the crashes \ 
involved property damage. 
Leading causes of accidents dur­ 
ing the period, ranked in order of 
frequency, were: speeding too fast 
for 
conditions; 
driving 
on 
the 
wrong side of the road; following 
too closely; exceeding the lawful 
speed limit: failing to yield t h e 
right of way; and improper pass­ 
ing.

A TOTAL of 24.753 drivers were 
involved in the 14,367 accidents in 
the first seven months. Of t h a t 
number. 55.5 percent lived in the 
county in which the accident hap­

other residents of Ohio; and 15.5 
percent lived outside of the state 
Final phase of the report shows 
that late afternoon until early eve­ 
ning was the most dangerous time 
to be on the road during the first 
seven months.

Excessive ^peed for traffic condi­ 
tions was the major caus' of auto 
accidents in Ohio during the first 
seven months of this year. 
A comprehensive Ohio traffic' 
accident report made to Circle­

dents were investigated 
during

year by state patrolmen and sher­ 
iff’s offices. 
Of that total, 423 were fatal ac-

In addition, 4,912 persons suffered 
injuries in accident* during

period, wbilo 9,032 of the crashes |

Leading causes of accidents dur­

A TOTAL of 24.753 drivers were 
involved in the 14,367 accidents in 
the first seven months.

other residents of Ohio; and 15.5 
percent lived outside of the state 
Final phase of the report shows 
that late afternoon until early eve­ 
ning was the most dangerous time 
to be on the road during the first 
seven months. 
The report showed the most ac­ 
cidents during the period happened 
between 3 p. rn. and 9 p. rn.

tning. It is too crowded. Anyone 
who can adjust himself to that 
can !ove Gotham, and if he can't 
adjust he really shouldn’t come 
here. Some people just can’t be 
happy in a crowd. 
I have learned to look on Man­ 
hattan not so much as a city, or 
a part of a city, but as a human 
being, pockmarked with faults as 
any other human being but also 
•fle d with rare talents, virtues 
and a million different moods to 
share. It is a wonderful city to 
walk in, and when I jtroll about 
it I feel like I am having a silent 
conversation 
with 
a 
longtime 
friend. 
The feeling of uttrr loneliness 
that afflicts a stranger when he 
first comes here—I felt that way 
for many a weary month—wears 
away if you don’t insist on stay- 
lonely The secret terror that 
the«e high canyons will crumble 
upon you and bury you in the 
debris of your 
dreams passes. 
They come to exhilarate rather 
than depress you. 
In a life of many friendships 1 


have known no companion more 
inspiring than Manhattan itself. 
It can give any man more than 
he can possibly give it, and if it 
doesn't give a 
man what he 
wants the fault lies in him. 
More opportunity, financial or 
cultural, is shoehorned in its few 
square miles than anywhere else 
in the world. Wall Street, ele­ 
gant Park and Fifth Avenues, 
and a wandering former cowpath 
called Broadway arc its famous 
lanes. But every sidestrcet is an 
adventure in contentment or frus­ 
tration. beauty or ugliness. 
It 
can 
satisfy 
every 
taste, 
whether you like bebop or Bee­ 
thoven, a 15-cent 
hotdog or 
a 
quiet $150 luncheon of armadillo 
meat.

There are some things about 
New York that make me regret­ 
ful. After three centuries it is 
stiU a clamorous town more in­ 
terested in its 
towering future 
than its fading past. It tends to 
shuck

thoughtless growing boy. Recent­ 
ly they assassinated a beautiful 
old church here to put up a tall 
insurance building, and I f e 11 
sorry about that.

Some people will always think 
of New York as a strident beg- 
ger-clown in a king’s suit.

It is the clause which says “ to 
safeguard our domestic enterprises 
and the pay rolls of our workers” 
that frightens the Europeans. That 
could m ean higher rather than low­ 
er tariffs. The

form has this to say: 
“ The Democratic Party has al­ 
ways stood for expanding t r a d e 
am ong free nations. We 
reassert 
that stand today. We vigorously op 
pose any restrictive policies which 
would weaken the highly success­ 
ful reciprocal trade program 
fa­ 
thered by Cordell Hull. Since 1934 
the United States has taken the lead 
in fostering the expansion and lib­ 
eralization of world trade. Our own 
economy requires expanded export 
m arkets for our m anufactured and 
agricultural products and a greater 
supply of essential, imported raw 
materials. At the s a m e time, our 
friends throughout the world w i l l 
have opportunity to earn their own 
way to higher living standards with 
lessened dependence on our aid.”
